WASHINGTON ‘(#)-—The Su- 
preme court ruled today that pub- 
lic school systems may not be used 
to assist religious groups in giy- 
ing religious instruction. 

The decision was 8 to 1. 

Justice Reed, dissenting, said 
the decision raises a bar against 
practically all forms of religious 
instruction connected in any way 
with school systems. He said 
many states including New York 
have systems which the ruling 
makes questionable. 

Justice Jackson, although join- 
ing in the majority findings in 
the particular case before the 
court, said he believes it goes tco 
far. 

He argued the decision would 
open the way to a flood of liti- 
gation by groups dissatisfied with 
local practices. 

He contended that it would 
even. make., difficults.the teaching 
of the liberal arts. Specifically 
he mentioned church architecture 
in art classes, references to re- 
ligious reformation in history 
courses, and sacred music in music 
classes.

UPLAND CHAPTER LAST YEAR ACTED ON 
249 CASES, WITH 108 OF THEM VETERANS 


(This is the first in a series of articles on what the Upland 
Red Cross did with the money you gave it last year.) 


The year 1947 brought to the Upland Red Cross more 
veterans and dependents who needed more and more as- 


sistance. 


A total of 249 home service cases were handled 


‘by the local chapter last year, with 108 of them being 


veterans. 


That people do need help right here in Upland is seen 


in the fact that during 1947, 


the Upland Red Cross made 


loans and grants totaling $2,130.60. Of this amount $1,166 
was given in grants and $964.60 in loans. Because people 
who go to the Red Cross are usually in desperate need. 
repayment on the loans made amounted to only $455.40. 

Although the war may be over, there are still seryice- 


men and they still seem to need thé Red Cross. 


Mrs. W. H. 


Kistinger, who was chairman of home service last year, 
had this to say in part in her annual report: 

“The active serviceman and his family have required 
assistance with furlough verifications, furlough extensions 


and the usual services. 


A few servicemen’s families have 


had to have assistance with medical bills.” 
Mrs. Kistinger’s report also discloses that moving per- 
sons are on the increase and “many more persons are 


contacting the Chapter for food.”

“Under the city charter,” he 
said, ‘‘the department may sell ex- 
cess electric energy. But it is 
doubtful if we have the authority 
to impose a brownout that would 
necessitate policing. Nothing less 
than this would save enough pow- 
er to be effective.”

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GOP Doesn‘t Need Military Hero, 
It Already Has Many Outstanding Men 


Despite the fact that the Republicans already have at 

least nine outstanding candidates for the presidency, the 
name of Gen. MacArthur continues to come up periodically 
as a prospective GOP nominee. And as yet MacArthur has 
given no indication that he could not be persuaded to 
leave his military career behind to stek the highest office 
that this nation can give any man. 
. Of course, it is reasonable to expect that the whole. 
MacArthur drive might be no more than a “tempest in a 
teapot” and that Lansing Hoyt, acting national chairman 
of the MacArthur for President clubs, is speaking out of 
turn. But the fact remains that MacArthur has done no- 
thing to discourage his followers from considering his candi- 
dacy. 

Why any Republican has to turn to a man whose entire 
adult life has been spent in the army is difficult to under- 
stand at this time. With men like Harold E. Stassen, Earl 
Warren, Thomas E. Dewey, Robert Taft, Senator Vandenberg 
and a host of other outstanding Americans to choose from, 
it just doesn't seem reasonable that we ghould even be con- 
sidering a military hero for the presidency. If the Democrats 
were drumming up MacArthur, it would be much more un- 
derstandable because it’s usually a lack of adequate lead- 
ership that impells a party to call on a military figure, 
whose achievements have been dramatized during a recent 
war, to help it either retain or regain its national power. 

The Republican party, however, is in no such state. It 
finds itself, instead, in the enviable position of having so 
many able men vieing for the presidential nomination that 
it's going to be difficult "as to who would be the most suit- 
able. As one GOP leader said in Ontario recently, there 
are enough outstanding men just among the prospective 
candidates to give us one of the best presidential cabinets 
in our history. ; 

These are crucial days and those ahead: may be even 
more important. We have fought our war, won it and our 
gratitude goes to the military geniuses vsho led us to that 
victory. But the war is over and admirals and generals are 
not qualified either by experience or temperam€nt to solve 
the complex problems of peace. We need men trained in 
government administration and whose entire outlook is ased 
on a civilian economy that seeks to provide the abundant 
and free life to which people of the United States are ac- 
customed. We want neither the rigid discipline of war nor 
its excessive costs. 

We trust that the Republican national convention will 
keep these factors in mind next June and offer to the Ameri- 
can people a candidate worthy of the great traditions of the 
party. And a military hero would hardly be in keeping with 
those traditions.
